The Grant MacEwan Community College is the newest college in Alberta. 
Designed to complement the educational programs of the University of Alberta 
and the Northern Alberta Institute of Technology, this college began operating 
programs in Edmonton in September 1971.

The Lethbridge Community College officially opened as a Junior College in 
1957. Until 1962, it was housed in the Lethbridge Collegiate Institute. Today 
approximately 1,000 students attend classes in a large modern campus which 
until this year was shared with the University of Lethbridge.

Mount Royal College was’ founded in 1910 under the sponsorship of the 
Board of Governors of the Methodist Church. On September 1, 1966 the college 
became a public institution. Rapidly rising enrollments have put heavy pressure 
on the institution to provide more classroom space. Consequently, a new campus 
to provide accommodation for 3,000 full-time students in the first phase is being 
constructed in Lincoln Park, and will be ready for occupancy in September, 
1973.
